GROUPS AIR OBJECTIONS 
IN WELFARE FRAUD CASES 


The American Civil 
Liberties Union (ACLU) of 
Central Ohio has joined 
the National Organization 
For Women in speaking 
out on the recent sentenc- 
ing of several women con- 
victed of-welfare fraud. 

The women, mostly 
black, were prosecuted 
and given one-to-five-year 
sentences at the Ohio 
Reformatory For Women in 
Marysville as the result of 
welfare fraud in- 
vestigations. in. Franklin 
County. 

Twenty-nine women 
were convicted on felony 
charges for accepting wel- 
fare payments while on the 
state payroll. 

According to Franklin 
County Prosecutor George 
Smith, cases of passive 
fraud, where persons were 
on welfare and then went 
on the state payroll and re- 
ceived payments, are not 
being prosecuted but in- 
stead it is being recom- 
mended in those cases 
that the money be paid 
back. 


Smith said the cases 
prosecuted involved active 
fraud, where the persons 
were on the state payroll at 
the time they applied for 
welfare benefits, and they 
concéaled that they were 
on the state payroll. 

Not $0, said Betty Carrolt 
of the National Organiza- 
tion for Women. . 

Most of them, she said, 
were on welfare first and 
then got state jobs, but 
continued to receive 
checks from.the Welfare 
Department. 

Carroll pointed out that 
many of the women were 
on_welfare_because_ they 
were not receiving. child 
support payments. The 
punishment does not fit the 
crime, she said. It punishes 
the children as well as the 
women. 

She noted that the 
prosecutor had the option 
of putting the women on @ 
diversionary program for 


first time offenders who 
commint non-violent 
crimes.

Ohio’s Black Athletes 
Have Long, Glorious Past 


Part Mm Of 
10 Part Series

In last week's issue we 
discussed the role of the 
black sportswriter. This 
week we will look at some 
of the Columbus sports 
greats from the 1920's. 

is is part three of our ten 
part series examining 
Ohio's sports scene.

Drop Your Problems 
And Focus On OJ's 


I've got problems, you've got problems, even super- 
stars like O.J. Simpson have problems. But when such 
illustrious athletes like “the Juice” have problems, 
people tend to drop their day to day worries and focus 
on these star-studded figures who are either in the lime- 
light or the hotseat. This may sound simple enough for 
you TV soap opera buffs. who may not know (or.care) 
what O.J.’s going Lens he 

Simpson's reported difficulties recently surfaced to the 
forefront as a result of his refusal to play another year 
with the mediocre Buffalo Bilis. Though it was reported 
early last month that Simpson blasted the Bilis’ manage- 
ment for refusal to discuss a contract with gifted wide re- 
ceiver_and-good friend Ahmad Rashaad, thus putting his _ 
head on the trading blocks. Team leader O.J. then dis- 
closed that he would not-play another tick of the watch 
in the cold country and would like to be traded. 

Just recently it has been reported that the sensational 
running back was encountering martial difficulties and is 
dickering over playing at all this year. The catch-Juice 
would consider playing for another year-if he can be 
traded to the L.A. Rams for equal compensation. Soures 
have it that trading pow-wows between Bilis’ Owner 
Ralph Wilson and Rams’ Owner Carroll Rosenbloom are 
at a standstill, with tomahawks set to fly any minute. 

The reason for OWJ:'s decisive moye is to repair a 
severed relationship with his wife, whom he tied the loop 
with while at Southern Cal, and. to return to being the 
father of his two young daughters. If you read between 
the Rashaad/trade-me smoke screen, you could presume 
that Simpson's wife “asked” for the trade back to their 
sunny California home. 

Imagine for a moment, the chain reaction of problems 
resulting from O.J.’s move, which has probably urged 
management to take the “‘o,j.” out of their screwdriver 
cocktails. Bills Head Coach Lou Saban, already in mis- 
foftune with the worst defensive unit in the league, is 
suffering from double-migraine headaches. He must now 
scour the league's nooks and crannies for a capable 
replacement for Simpson, a defensive squad, and fading 
team morale. 

Owner Wilson _is suffering from_gate-attraction-it-is. 
Season ticket sales are way down with no hope for near- 
future recovery. His back is also against the wall since 
the Rams have him at their mercy. Buffalo fans will now 
have only one superstar, Bob MacAdoo-rather than their 
allotted two. With no superstar to complement their 
mediocre football team, the fans will turn to hockey. 

Meanwhile, other owners throughout the league are 
biting their nails, realizing the effect such a move could 
have on their top players who might get similar ideas to 
play near or in their city of permanent residence. 

f course there are few people who could put the 
management's head on the guillotine block like O.J. can, 
because of his various dabblings in sports announcing, 
actor, orange juice, and other promotion jobs, etc. At 
this point it would even seem doubtful that he could 
have the private life with his wife and family that she is 
asking for. ‘ 

Sources fee! that if no trade between either Buffalo 
and Los Angeles or Oakland can be accomplished, NFL 
Commissioner Pete Rozelle will step in and decide the 
issue in the best interest of football. 

But it has become increasingly apparent that Simp- 
son's request for a one year contract, among other 
things, has put the owners in a bind. It was his off-sea- 
son activities that has given him solid leverage regard- 
ing any trade. If he does not like the deal, it is likely he 
will hang up his cleats. Simpson, always considered a 
breakaway threat on the field, can now afford to break 
away from the sometime tyrannical powers of an NFL 
owner, aS expounded on in the Rozelle Rule. 

In essence, O.J. has not only escaped from gridiron 
slavery, but has returned to rule the owner's plantation-a 
domain he hopes will include his family, the comforts of 
home and a little more privacy. Meanwhile, other players, 
still searching for a path to the underground railroad, are 
still plagued with problems.

The Municipal Clerk of Courts office reveals an 
overstuffed shelfload of criminal cases expected to be 
heard both this Thursday, July 29, and Friday, July 30.

Terriorist Offer No 
Future To Black Africa 


Dictator-President Idi Amin of Ugand 
had to know that he was playing win fire 
when he permitted his country to be a 
sanctuary for the hijackers of a 
French plane and its Passengers. 

The daring rescue by Israeli 
commandos of the 100 Jews held as 
hostages and the killing of 20 Ugandian 
Soldiers and the destruction of Ugandian 


planes, was a tra edy that

Whatever the game Amin thought he 
was playing, certainly backfired. He 
gained nothing insofar_as world opinion 
was concerned for his participation. 


The hijacking of a plane and holding 
innocent people as hostages, in’ a 
diabolical plan to free prisoners, is 
obnoxious to any civilized human being. 

African nations can ill afford to play 
footsie with Arab terrorist who can offer 
them nothing but trouble, Black Africa

To the degree that they are smart in this 
perception, to the same degree will they 
progress. 


Blacks Make Progress In 
Government Employment 


While much is being said about job 
discrimination, the Ford administration, 
without fanfair, has been quietty~ 
enforcing the federal laws as to the 
employment of Negroes. 

The United States Civil Service Com- 
mission Was released figures covering 
this employment for one year. 

The survey covers net changes during 
the one-year period between May 1974 
and May 1975. it shows more minorities 
employed throughout the middie and 
upper grade groupings of the general 
schedule and similar “white-collar” pay 
plans, and fewer minorities at the lowest 
grades. Minority employment also 
increased in supervisory jobs under 
“blue-collar"’ wage systems. 

During the twelve-month survey period 
minority “employment increased by 5.5 
percent in general schedule grade GS-5 
through 8 (up 4,819 jobs); by 8.7 percent 
in GS-9 through 11 (up 2,847); by 11.4 
percent in GS-12 and 13 (up 1,688); and 
by 6.8 percent (up 269) in GS-14 and 15, 
Al the top “supergrade” levels (GS-16 
through 18) minority employment 
increased by 10 while nonminority 
employment declined by 251. At the 
lowest grade grouping, GS-1 through 4, 
minority employment decreased during 


the survey period by 4.4 percent (down 
3,944 jobs). 2 ; 

The -success..of these- results is 
attributed to upward mobility programs in 
Federal agéncies, as weil as to continued 
Outreach recruiting under equal 
employment opportunity plans. the 
Equal Employment Opportunity Act of 
1972 requires agencies to submit annuat 
plans for CSC approval. According to the 
law, these plans must provide for training 
and education programs designed: to 
provide a maximum _ opportunity - for 
employees to advance so as to perform 
at their highest potential. 


Minorities représented 209 cent 
(509,914) of the full-time Federat civilian 
work force of 2,438,068 as of May 31, 
1975. This was 147 less than the minority 
total of 510,061 in May 1974 when 
minorities accounted for-21.0 percent of 
the work force. Total full-time Federal 
employment increased by 4,585 during 
the survey period. 

if the same kind of across the board 
progress was being made in employment 
of Blacks in all business and industrial 
employment, our present unemployment 
totals would be much less than they are 
now. 


Africa And The Olympics 


The withdrawal of the African nations, 
(especially the Black ruled nations,) from 
the Olympics, raises some interesting 
questions. 

The ostensible reason given for 
withdrawing their-teams by these Black 
nations, was that New Zealand, a white 
country in the Australian enclave, 
entered its soccer team in a tournament 
in South Africa. They demanded that New 
Zealand should be barred from Olympic 
participation. The Olympic Committee 
did not agree to this. Hence, the 
withdrawal of all the African Olympic 
learns, 

During the past two Olympics, Black 
African countries have made impressive - 
showings in Olympic competition. This 
year, these African countries had 
prepared for and trained a number of 
athletes for various-events._And, many 
experts had predicted that these African 
athletes would make strong bids for 
Olympic medals. 

Therefore, it was but natural that the 
withdrawal of these fine athletes, caused 
bitter disappointment. 

The big question is what have these 
African countries gained by their 
withdrawal? What kind of world politics 
do they think they are playing? 

Certainly there must be great 
disappointment on the part of these 
African athletes who have been in 
training for years preparing themselves 
for Olympic competition. 

The opportunity for world-wide 
exposure for these emerging African 
nations has been lost. The public 
relations effect on many people who 
have heard or seen anything favorable

millions into their projects. 

Today, after much ‘agonizing and 
studies, the real facts about public 
housing are now beginning to surface. 
The failure of so many newly constructed 
housing projects all over the nation, has 
caused many ‘officials in government 
housing to take a second look at their 
monstrosities. 

Now comes the report of a federally 
financed study on whats wrong with 
public housing. The findings of this study 
are very illuminating. 

One of the first findings was that, what 
was once considered an ideal residential 

lan - mixing all age groups in a single 

using area - should be discontinued 
because it contributes to crime. 

The st cited findings that showed 
that the elderly were victimized at a far 
greater rate when they lived in buildings 
where there were one-parent families with 
teen-age children than in other type 


fi vgs Beene 
“On igh. rise buildings, the study 


showed that high-rise buildings are safe 
and desirable when occu either by 
elderly or by working single persons and 
couples. . 

Goming back to what | told Ernie Bohn 
over ago, the study found that the 
nation’s most crime-ridden housing 
developments were designed without 

~ wonsidering the social Characteristics of 


residents. 

The study suggested that care should 
be taken ing different family 
types to different building Ss and in 

xing different age groups. Different age 
groups do not always mix as well as 
planners would hope. It ‘said one group 
can make another group highly vulnerable 
to criminal attack. 

LEAA Administrator Richard W. Velde, 
said the findings of the study can be a 
valuable aid to housing officials, 
community groups, architects; and urban 
planners by b pie them specifics on how 
to design and group buildings for different 
types of residents to reduce their 
vulnerability to crime. 

The housing study also confirmed 
another suggestion | made to Cleveland 
housing officials. | suggested row housing 
for families with children so they would 
have front and back yards. 


The study says it would be preferable for , 
families with many children to live in 


individual row house buildings. 

The findings say it would be undesirable 
for families with children to live in elevator 
buildings without doormen. 

In explaining why housing 
developments composed of a high 
percentage of one-parent families are so 
vulnerable, it says the ratio of adults to 
teen-age children is lower than average; 
there are many male visitors who have 
access to the buildings and who are not in 
permanent residence; and women are less 
effective than men. 

The study says that in oaioning type of 
residents to the kinds of buildings they are 
best able to control, should be determined 
by their ages, life styles, social activities, 
backgrounds, incomes. and tamily 
structure. 

It will be interesting to see how the 
bureaucratic. ridden housing industry will 
react to findings of this study. It's a shame 
that so many millions of taxpayers’ money 
has been needlessly wasted because such 
a study was not made earlier. However, 
there is no reason as to why present 
housing policies can't be changed to 
correct the faults in vogue now. if no 
action is taken on these suggestions, 
much of the present public housing will 
not be habitable in the next five years.

History of Arab Slavery 


In the March issue of Sepia, writer John 
Shay describes Zanzibar as still haunted 
by its past as a center for the Arab slave 
market in Africa. He writes: 


“The story of Zanzibar through the 
centuries from 632 A.D., date of the first 
‘settlement by Arabs, has been a chronicle 
bf confrontation of Arab and Black 
civilizations. The brutal Mosiem conquest, 
enslavement and exploitation of Blacks 
continued through the 20th century up to 
very recent years and Zanzibar’s history 
certainly provides an irrefutable rebuttal to 
present-day Islam apologists who seek to 
wash their hands of Arab misdeeds 
against Black Africans. 


“Today there are those in Zanzibar who 
will whisper cautiously that everybody on 
the island is still a slave, subject to the 
whims of the ruling political party, the 
Afro-Shirazi, which overthrew the Arab 
sultans 12 years ago in a bloody coup, The 
Shirazis aré a mixed-blood people, 
predominantly African, who took over from 
tne Arab slavemasters, but who still carry 
on much of the same kind of iron rule with 

‘traditional. Moslem-flavor. 


“The Arab past. haunts Zanzibar. Its 
historical role as an Arab center for one of 
the biggest and most successful slave 
empires in history still causes tension 
between mainiand Africa and the offshore 
islands of Zanzibar. 

« “There was once an Arab saying, ‘When 
the pipes play on Zanzibar, all Africa east 
of the lakes must dance.’ It referred to the 
Arab raids for slaves, which began under 
thie sultans who came to Zanzibar, and

and thé supply. When Richard Burton and 
John Speke first arrived in Zanzibar 120 
years ago on their way to find the source 
of the Nile, a male slave was going for 
about $25 and a female for a bit less. A 
child slave would get no more tian five to 
ten dollars for a-slaver. Thomas Smee. 
ship commander of the British vessel 
Ternate, visited Zanzibar in 1811 and 
described the slave sales as ‘unequalled 
in any cattle market in Europe.’ 
‘Few of the slaves.were sent to the 
Americas, most going to Arabia, Persia, 
Egypt and Turkey in ships where they 
were packed between decks no more than 
18 inches high. A high percentage were 
kept in Zanzibar by the 5,000 Arabs who 
ran the island, some of them owning as 
many as 2,000 slaves each."

The Democratic National Convnetion, in com- 
parision with dther such conventions in the recent 
* past, was extremely dull, but when one considers that 
a deep southern white farmer was nominated for 
the presidency with the help of blacks, it will certainly 
be given a special place in political history. 

The nomination of Jimmy Carter, ex-Georgia 
governor, for the Democratic presidency, even with- 
out the support of blacks, would have been a historic 
event.

ultimately, the nomination of Jimmy Carter for the pre-

A further review of this same situation clearly 
shows that while the voters’ rights act opened the way 
for the nomination of Carter, it was also a major factor 
in sealing the doom of George. G, Wallace, longtime 
racist governor of Alabama. The logical assumption 
now, is that Wallace is politically dead on the national 
scene, and strange though it may be, he was killed by 
a fellow southerner. 

So, while the convention failed to provide the 
excitement and side-show whoopee of the past, it will 
conceivably earn a significant page in the annals of 
political history. 

Carter, having won the nomination in a dramatic 
fashion, gave. risé to wide speculation over.the out... 
come of his match with the Republican presidential 
nominee. While President Gerald Ford is no wild-eyed 
liberal, there's no-comparison between his liberal 
stance and that of Ronald Reagan, the former ultra- 
conservative California governor. 

This being true, it goes without saying that if Rea- 
an: snags the nomination at the Republican. National 

nvention in Kansas City next month, blacks are 
certain to desert the GOP as they did in 1964 when 
Sen, Barry M. Goldwater of Arizona lost to Lyndon B. 
Johnson by a landslide proportion. 

Based on this analysis, Carter would be a virtual 
cinch to win if Reagan is the GOP standard bearer. .

What Poor People Want 


One of the problems with being poor and powerless 


is that a lot of people assume t know what's best 
for you and don't ever bother asking what you want, 
what's on your mind, or what you need. 

That's why a recent survey by the Washington, D.C. 
Urban League is so important. That community 
organization designed a questionnaire and conducted 
a@ survey of selected poverty neighborhoods in the 
nation's Capital to find out what the people them- 
selves think about their situation. 

It's true that poor people have been studied to 
death, most often by scholars trying to prove that 
something's wrong. with the poor. Remember all of 
those psuedo-scientific studies purporting to show 
that black families are disorganized, that black IQs 
are low, that schools don't matter, and all the rest? 

Such studies made the poor into objects, things to 
be studied the way scientists study lab animals. They 
didn't treat the poor as people whose opinions coun- 
ted and whose perceptions were valuable and worthy 
of consideration. ; 

The Washington Study treated people with respect 
and further, ‘was action-oriented. It tried to pinpoint 
areas of concern that could be followed up with 
sound action to improve people's lives, not blame 
them for what's wrong. 

Some of the findings are interesting, and applicable 
to other communities. | don't have the space here for 
a comprehensive report, but-here are a few of the fin- 
dings that ought to get some attention. 

A basic community problem was found to be the 
high cost of food, In part-a reflection of the lack of 
competition in the ghetto economy as large markets 
and chains have abandoned inner-city neigh- 
borhoods. Many people reported they had to travel far 
from their homes to buy food and other necessities, 
and four out of five said such goods are available 
cheaper in other, more affluent neighborhoods. 

The answers to this situation, supplied by the 
people themseives, are for more and better consumer 
education and for establishing better shopping 
facilities in their neighborhoods. Coop arrangements 
and putting markets on city-owned land would go a 
long way toward making this a reality. 

Not surprisingly, lack of jobs and decent income 
are continuing problems. The interrelatedness of 
social problems is demonstrated by the fact that half 
of the unemployed blacks in the survey lost their jobs 
because of health problems. 

The popular assumption that unemployment is ef- 
fectively cushioned by jobless benefits was 
disproved: only about 16 percent of the out-of-work 
blacks surveyed were receiving such benefits. 

A majority said t' needed job-training and even 
those who were working indicated they were looking 
for another job, probably because of the low pay 
scales. All of this suggests that training programs, 
with jobs at the end of the line, are desperately 
needed in urban areas. And consumer-oriented health 
facilities are tied to the job issue since they're needed 
to > pai the better health that enables people to 
work. 

Child care ranked high on the list of citizen con- 
cerns, with four-fiths of the people calling for more 
ony com centers, Existing — care services are a-

Good ideas have earned 
Dorothy Stanley and Olen 
Potts personal letters of 
congratulations from 
President Gerald R. Ford. 

The two are among 
seven employees at the 
Defense. Construction 
Supply Center (DCSC) 
who received special 
Presidential Cost Reduc- 
tion Awards in the past 
year by making sugges- 
tions expected to save the 
U.S. government at least 
$5,000 each. 

Stanley, who works ‘for 
the Defense’ Property Dis- 
posal Region, a_ tenant 
activity of DCSC, found a 
way to reduce the size of 
mailing lists informing 
potential bidders of 
surplus property for sale. 

By dropping customers 
who have not bid for three 


consecutive sales, lists 
throughout the 23-state 
Columbus area have been 
more than cut in half. In 
the next 12 months, the 
move is expected to save a 
total of $8,857 in postage, 
manpower, and printing 
costs. 

Potts, who works in the 
Stock Control Division of 
Supply Operations, had an 
idea that speeds the handi- 
ing of documents used to 
follow up military requisi- 
tions. His adopted 
suggestion is expected to 
save over $7;173 in the first 
year. 

All together, the adopted 
suggestions of ail seven 
DCSC award winners are 
expected to save over 
$71,800. Monetary awards 
to the individuals have 
ranged from $400 to $615.
